Sparks from Fr. Mark 

This weekend we celebrate the Feast of the 
Holy Family. Pope Leo XIII instituted this 
feast in 1892 to remind us of the sacredness of 
the family, and to provide the laity with a 
model upon which to structure their own 
families. 

In 1974 Pope Paul VI wrote: “In this 
meditating on the interior life of the Holy 
Family we discover those areas of our family 
life that need improving. We also find a model 
for family life that ultimately leads all its 
members to heaven. Today, let us pray for the 
grace to lead lives that imitate those of the 
Holy Family. As we prepare to leave the stable 
in Bethlehem let us turn our gaze to the house 
in Nazareth, for it was in the ‘ordinary’ life of 


the Holy Family that ‘extraordinary’ holiness was 
lived. May the Holy Family continue to bless and 
guide you and your families. Amen.” 

This quote from Pope Paul VI reminds me of 
our first Gatherings of Grace, “Putting Christ 
Back into Christmas.” Jim and Mary Wranek 
were telling me about their granddaughter Allie, 
who is five years old. Allie asked them whether 
the angel over the crib of Baby Jesus was a boy 
or girl angel. This question sparked some 
interesting conversations, not only for Jim and 
Mary, and Aliie‘s parents Dustin and Jacque, but 
for me as well. 

It is in the “ordinariness of life” that questions 
about faith, God and the church come to light. 
This simple question from a five-year-old about 
the gender of angels prompted me to include in 
this week’s bulletin an insert on the church’s 
teaching on angels. The questions of a five-year- 
old can spark good family conversations, and it is 
in these conversations that faith is caught and 
learned. It is in the willingness of parents and 
grandparents to enter into these wonderful 
conversations with their children, grandchildren 
and others that makes life holy. 

Thanks, Allie, for sparking this holy 
conversation.
